Tbe danger, as 
the doubting Thomases see it, is that 
in the very fervor of his enthusiasm 
he may bring the 
Roosevelt ideas 


and policies to the fore and so fill 
the public mind with them that the 
people may forget what 
Candidate 


Hughes stands for. 


This nervous feeling baa been ac- 


centuated among the party leaden 
in congress since 
it baa 
become 


known that the colonel la to do a 
big speaking stunt over the country 
from the rear end of a 'special train; 
interspersing the railroad stops with 
set speeches in many of the 
big 


cities of thec ountry. 
The first of 


these Rooseveltian tours to be an- 
nounced 
in a 
three-days' 
swing 


through Kentucky, with special at- 
tention to tbe mountain region of 
that state wherein is to be found the 
bulk of the republican vote.

If you want to understand how city or 


national control of public utilities will 
work, look across the Atlantic, where it haa 
been tried. 


With one exception, every nation in Eu- 


rope could be placed inside of some Ameri- 
can state. With no exceptions, every city 
in Europe could be equalled by an Ameri- 
can city. 


In various European nations the rail- 


roads are owned by the governments. There 
is not a nation in Europe which can show 
the speed, service or equipment of the aver- 
age American line.

In not one case can the traveller find the 
accuracy of schedule and regularity of ser- 
vice offered in the average American city.

visions of Law Never 


Enforced Strictly. 


COLUMBUS. Aug. 14.—Political 


leaders are laughing at the inade- 
quacy of the corrupt practices act in 
the state to accomplish the result 
for which it 
was drafted. They 


•point -to an utter lack of enforce- 
ment, say the law has "fallen into 
contempt and no one seriously pays 
attention to'it. 


Organizations 
with high priced 


men employed and expensive quar- 
ters, report campaign expenses so 
trifling as to come under the head 
of petty 
cash. 
Stories are heard 


that men put in their reports the 
figures they want to and pay little 
attention to the demands of the law. 
Men who will help raise the cash for 
the fall campaign are expressing the 
wish that some curb may be put on 
expenditures before that time. 


Stories are circulated that in 


places, precinct workers on primary 
day weer paid $25 for services. No 
such sums will be shown in reports. 
Numerous clubs and societies are 
formed for campaign activity, each 
being permitted to make expendi- 
tures under the law, although all of 
them are under one general head. 


These multitudinous organizations 


permit complete evasion of the law. 
Those who are charged with the en- 
forcement of the law, from Attorney 
General Edward C. Turner down are 
not encouraged 
over the outlook. 


Public sentiment, 
they say, is not 


sufficiently aroused to make easy or 
even possible 
the 
literal enforce- 


ment of the law and the preventian 
of undue expenditures. Expense ac- 
counts and statements 
when filed 


are not taken seriously by the offi- 
cials whose duty it is to scan them

Recruits Pay for Their Own 


Clothes and Fare to 


the Coast. 


By Frederic JT. Haskla. 


WASHINGTON', D. O., August 14. 


—On August 15. nine American bat- 
tleships will steam out of harbors on 
the eastern coast, carrying 
2.500 


white-clad civilian sailors on a naval 
training cruise. The ships will pro- 
ceed to a rendezvous in the vicinity 
or Gardner's bay, Long Island, where 
th men will be put through a three 
weeks' course ot training 
In the 


technicalities of naval warfare. 
At 


the end of this time the navy depart- 
ment expects to have a naval re- 
serve of several 
hundred 
trained 


sailors and marksmen who will con- 
stitute valuable fighting material in 
time of war. 


Thus the navy has at last entered 


the preparedness program, usurping 
the center of the stage with all the 
grace and enthusiasm ot its early 
football days. 
For 
the 
last 
six 


months we have heard much of Oglc- 
tborpe and Plattsburg. We have de- 
lighted In (photographs of 
rook its 


riding horseback, rookies shooting 
and frying bacon and rookies bath- 
ing in the latest approved 


' (fashion out of primitive tin basins 


i-.ntil our one vision of American de- 
fense has come to be khaki. Now 
the navy is going to see to it that we 
hear a thing or two from Gardner's 
hay and renew our acquaintance with 
the white maritime 
uniform—after 


al1( the principal means of American 
defense. 


When the navy department 
first 


conceived the Idea of a naval train- 
ing cruise for civilians, it did not 
seek the usual newspaper publicity 
method, but merely passed the word 
along among a few patriotic citizens 
in cities all over the country who 
wore willing to give their time to 
the organization of recruits. 
For 


there was just a possibility that the 
ships might not 'be available at the 
prescribed time and the cruise would 
have to be called off. These citizens, 
however, made it a point to hunt up 
young 
men 
whom 
they thought 


would be eligible and Bend them to 
the nearest naval recruiting stations, 
where if they passed the necessary 
physical and mental 
examinations, 


they were enrolled in 
the 
cruiae. 


When a sufficient number was ob- 
tained in any one city they were or- 
dered to report at the navy yard so 
many nights a week 
where 
they 


were drilled by experienced naval 
officers. 
The drilling has been go- 


ing on for several weeks now, and 
Assistant Secretary Roosevelt, who 
has just returned from reviewing a 
Philadelphia contingent, is immense- 
ly pleased with their work. 


In all the cities where there are 


prospective crews, there has been a 
sudden and violent demand for sea 
literature, and the technical vocabu- 
lary of Captain Kidd and others is 
beginning to have a permanent place 
in 'ocal conversation 
Now that the 


sailing date is so near there Is groat 
oxcitement, for the word battleship 
to the youthful masculine mind at 
lease is synonj moils with adventure. 
Owing to a splendid spirit of Amer- 
ican patriotism, many bovs are bo- 
jng allowed to go who \vouid not 
lia^e been able to had their expenses 
not boon paid by private citizens.

daily routine for three weeks. The 
navy department does not give house 
parties without elaborate calcula- 
tion. Each recruit Is to be assigned 
certain duties 
while aboard ship.
